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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To easily provide 
interpretation for three-party simultaneous speech 
communication. 

SOLUTION: A branch form phone microphone F, which 
has plural phone microphones 5 that can transmit 
conversation through a portable telephone 1 by listening 
to a receiving voice of the telephone 1 with a listening 
part 3 and also speaking to a microphone part 4, is used. 
The microphone F is connected to a connecting part 2 of 
the telephone 1, and through the telephone 1, speech 
communication with an interpreter A is possible. A 
microphone 5A which is at one end of the microphone F 
is given to and put on by a foreigner B who needs 
interpretation, and a microphone 5B on the other end is 

put on by a person C who receives the interpretation. Thus, these three parties A, B and C 
can communicate simultaneously with one another through the telephone 1 .

of a cellular phone, and being able to catch from the section, and uttering to the 
microphone section. Connect this branching form phone microphone to the 
connection of a cellular phone, hang this cellular phone, and it enables it to 
telephone to a translator. By making interpreter's required foreigner hand and 
carry the phone microphone of one of these of a branching form phone 
microphone, the translator-ed who receives an interpreter carrying the phone 
microphone of another side, and these 3 person enabling it to talk to coincidence 
with a cellular phone The interpreter system characterized by a translator 
interpreting a foreigner to a translator-ed. 

[Claim 2] By connecting the attachment plug of a connecting cord to connections, 
such as an earphone jack of a cellular phone It is what uses the branching form 
phone microphone with a connecting cord which has two or more phone 
microphones, such as an earphone microphone which can transmit the message 
other party through a cellular phone by catching the receiving voice of a cellular 
phone, and being able to catch from the section, and uttering to the microphone 



section. Insert this attachment plug of a branching form phone microphone in the 
connection of a cellular phone, and it connects. Hang this cellular phone, enable 
it to telephone to a translator, interpreter's required foreigner is made to hand and 
carry the phone microphone of one of these of a branching form phone 
microphone, and the translator-ed who receives an interpreter carries the phone 
microphone of another side. With a cellular phone The interpreter system 
according to claim 1 characterized by a translator interpreting a foreigner to a 
translator-ed by these 3 person enabling it to talk to coincidence. 
[Claim 3] The phone microphone for cellular phones which can be used for the 
interpreter system characterized by considering , as the branching form phone 
microphone which has two or more phone microphones, such as an earphone 
microphone which can transmit the message other party through a cellular phone 
by catching the receiving voice of a cellular phone, and being able to catch from 
the section, and uttering to the microphone section by connecting with the 
connection of a cellular phone by the cable or wireless. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the phone microphone for cellular 
phones which can be used for an interpreter system at the interpreter system list 
which can receive an interpreter easily, when you set out on traveling abroad, or 
when [ at which it rubs in business to overseas ] it is. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] For example, when it carries out to traveling abroad, 
in case the check-in, the check-out or shopping, and the meal in the front of a 
hotel are carried out, a foreign language may be unable to be spoken well, or the 
words of the foreigner who receives cannot understand well but it may be 
troubled. 

[0003] Moreover, since there is such anxiety about which it cannot speak, neither 
traveling abroad nor an overseas life can be enjoyed, or there are some persons 
who hesitate at traveling abroad. 

[0004] If it is English, even if it can aim at Bahnung of an intention to some extent, 
in the country where only French, German, and also the language that does not 
get it used to hearing at all are understood, said anxiety grows severe further. 
[0005] moreover, in business, the case where the check of Bahnung of such an 
intention becomes very important etc. is alike occasionally, and has been carried 
out. 

[0006] Therefore, when the language of the country was not able to be 
understood, the companion of a tour conductor or a translator became 
indispensable, so, compared with the case where it is domestic, travel cost 
became high and there were problems, such as being troublesome. 
[0007] On the other hand, although development of an automatic translator is 
also progressing with increase of such foreign operations, it is made cheap, a 
traveler and a businessman can use it easily, and the equipment which sufficient 
interpreter can achieve is not realized still more. 

[0008] Then, responding to such needs, the interpreter service which will use an 



interpreter pin center, large fronn several years before is started with spread 
fullness of an international call. 

[0009] Although it is the system which telephones the interpreter pin centerjarge 
which this interpreter firm founded, and receives an interpreter when the 
overseas traveler and the overseas businessman make a contract of this 
interpreter service with the interpreter firm beforehand and an interpreter is 
needed there Must have you appear in the telephone the traveler telephoned 
from a foreigner one by one only by telephoning, and By one telephone, since a 
smooth interpreter cannot be performed, there is also cooperation with the 
telephone company and two sets of telephones are used as the system which 
acts as interpreter in the interpreter pin center.large as a bond, a foreigner, a 
translator, and a translator-ed can talk to coincidence. 

[0010] If it explains concretely to a slight degree, when an interpreter is needed 
first, the translator well versed in language with the need that translators-ed, such 
as an overseas traveler and a businessman, have an interpreter pin center,large 
telephone and interpret a telephone from a nearby telephone is called. 
[0011] And I have interpreter's required foreigner telephone from the translator. 
[0012] For example, I have the front of the hotel tie from a translator in an 
exchange in the front of a hotel. 

[0013] And it is the system by which they receive simultaneous translation as the 
foreigner, the translator, and the translator-ed of a front of this hotel can talk to 
coincidence. 

[0014] The three-way-calling system which the telephone company offers was 
used for this interpreter system, when three way calling became possible and 
there was even a telephone because a translator-ed telephones to an interpreter 
pin center.large, it could receive the interpreter easily, and it was a very epoch- 
making interpreter system. 

[0015] However, although interpreter's required partner should just become a 
telephone a ****** case, when it is troublesome to call a specific man to a phone 
from an interpreter pin center.large side even when this point can serve as a 



neck or it can telephone, since it is necessary to explain a purport to telephone 
when that is not right, sufficient interpreter success cannot be achieved. 
[0016] Moreover, if each other telephone is in the location distant for a while, 
when acting as interpreter, a foreigner and a translator-ed cannot face, when a 
translator-ed receives a foreigner after an interpreter, an interpreter is needed 
again and sufficient interpreter's success may not be achieved. 
[0017] Therefore, such a conventional interpreter system has the problem which 
cannot be used effectively, only when restricted still more, therefore a use 
contractor's increase cannot be aimed at, and it cannot slip out of the dilemma 
which so cannot offer high service of quality. 

[0018] After employing the epoch-making idea of this conventional interpreter 
system efficiently in view of such the present condition, this invention Its attention 
is paid to trends, such as the spread of cellular phones, tariff reduction of a 
cellular phone, and tariff reduction of an international call. It compares until now 
and the interpreter by 3 person coincidence message can be easily realized also 
in various situations. It aims at providing the epoch-making interpreter system list 
which the interpreter success that it was substantial by easy actuation can be 
achieved, can aim at a use contractor's fast increase by this, and can aim at the 
escape of fast interpreter system service with the phone microphone for cellular 
phones which can be used for an interpreter system. 
[0019] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The summary of this invention is explained with 
reference to an accompanying drawing. 

[0020] By connecting with the connection 2 of a cellular phone 1 by the cable or 
wireless It is what uses branching form phone microphone F which has two or 
more phone microphones 5, such as an earphone microphone which can 
transmit the message other party A through a cellular phone 1 by catching the 
receiving voice of a cellular phone 1 , and being able to catch from the section 3, 
and uttering to the microphone section 4. Connect this branching form phone 
microphone F to the connection 2 of a cellular phone 1, hang this cellular phone 



1 , and it enables it to telephone to Translator A. Interpreter's required foreigner B 
is made to hand and equip with phone microphone 5A of one of these of 
branching form phone microphone F, and the translator C-ed who receives an 
interpreter equips with phone microphone 5B of another side. With a cellular 
phone 1 The interpreter system characterized by Translator A interpreting 
Foreigner B to the translator C-ed by these 3 person A-B-C enabling it to talk to 
coincidence is started. 

[0021] Moreover, by connecting the attachment plug 7 of a connecting cord 6 to 
the connections 2, such as an earphone jack of a cellular phone 1 It is what uses 
branching form phone microphone F with connecting cord 6 which has two or 
more phone microphones 5, such as an earphone microphone which can 
transmit the message other party A through a cellular phone 1 by catching the 
receiving voice of a cellular phone 1, and being able to catch from the section 3, 
and uttering to the microphone section 4. Insert this attachment plug 7 of 
branching form phone microphone F in the connection 2 of a cellular phone 1 , 
and it connects. Hang this cellular phone 1, enable it to telephone to Translator A, 
and interpreter's required foreigner B is made to hand and equip with phone 
microphone 5A of one of these of branching form phone microphone F. By the 
translator C-ed who receives an interpreter equipping with phone microphone 5B 
of another side, and these 3 person A-B-C enabling it to talk to coincidence with 
a cellular phone 1 The interpreter system according to claim 1 characterized by 
Translator A interpreting Foreigner B to the translator C-ed is started. 
[0022] The phone microphone for cellular phones which can be used for the 
interpreter system characterized by being referred to as branching form phone 
microphone F which has two or more phone microphones 5, such as an 
earphone microphone which can transmit the message other party A through a 
cellular phone 1, is started by catching the receiving voice of a cellular phone 1, 
and being able to catch from the section 3, and uttering to the microphone 
section 4 by connecting with the connection 2 of a cellular phone 1 by the cable 
or wireless. 



[0023] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] The operation effectiveness is shown based on a 
drawing, and the gestalt (how does it invent?) of operation of this invention it is 
considered that is suitable is explained briefly. 

[0024] When an Interpreter Is needed, the translator C-ed telephones Translator 
A with a cellular phone 1 while connecting branching form phone microphone F 
to the connection 2 of the cellular phone 1 on hand. 
[0025] And an interpreter has the required foreigner B hand and equip with 
phone microphone 5A of one of these of branching form phone microphone F. 
[0026] The language which calling it in this case, "PURIZU", and passing 
probably also had equip with, or was beforehand learned "Equip" may explain, 
and memorandum writing which indicated such contents beforehand may be 
passed. 

[0027] Furthermore, memorandum writing written in various language may be 
passed, and the applicable language of them may be read and told. 
[0028] And while Translator A gives interpreter explanation through this cellular 
phone 1 at that foreigner B, according to a request of the translator C-ed, 
interpreter explanation is given at Foreigner B, or he interprets Foreigner's B 
language and gives interpreter explanation immediately at the translator C-ed. 
[0029] By this only by the translator C-ed telephoning Translator A with a cellular 
phone 1 After the translator C-ed has faced Foreigner B close at hand, while 
being able to translate simultaneously When Foreigner B does not have like 
before the time and effort to which Translator A telephones or calls a telephone 
and the translator C-ed is facing Foreigner B close at hand It can act as 
interpreter until the interpreter with whom satisfaction goes can achieve, since an 
interpreter can be continued according to a situation, and a high interpreter result 
can be achieved. 

[0030] Furthermore, a cellular phone 1 can be used though it moves, it can be 
used anywhere easily, and it can also be moved, equipped with branching form 
phone microphone F, even if it placed the cellular phone 1 , and since [ it ] it can 



speak about both hands while they have been free, and they can usually be 
similarly said as conversation, it becomes possible [ both hands ] for the further 
substantial interpreter. 
[0031] 

[Example] The concrete example of this invention is explained based on a 
drawing. 

[0032] First, branching form phone microphone F which can be called principal 
part of this example is explained. 

[0033] What was constituted from this example in the branching form so that two 
persons could use the earphone microphone for the existing cellular phones for 
coincidence, equipping it with it is used. 

[0034] Although the epoch-making idea point will be in the point made into this 
branching form, the connecting cord 6 which specifically formed at the tip the 
attachment plug 7 inserted in the earphone jack 2 of a cellular phone 1 is 
branched on the way, earphone microphone 5A and 5B are prepared for both 
sides, respectively, and it constitutes in branching form phone microphone F. 
[0035] Therefore, although this example is considering branching form phone 
microphone F as the configuration which makes cable connection by this 
connecting cord 6 at the connection 2 of a cellular phone 1 , the reception-and- 
transmission machine for wireless etc. is inserted in an earphone jack, and it 
connects with it, and may be made to make wireless connection by wireless 
(radio system). 

[0036] Such a wireless method is already marketed also in the field of audio 
equipment, and can be realized easily, and since user B-C which equipped with 
earphone microphone 5A and 58 further in this case can be moved freely, 
without being regulated by the code, it will exceed in practicality further. 
[0037] Moreover, in this example, the state of the art earphone microphone is 
used, it is highly sensitive at a small light weight, and can equip easily [ a lug ], 
and conversation can also be caught clearly and can transmit. 
[0038] of course, reliance may obtain not to an earphone type but to both lugs, a 



headphone type may be adopted, and the thing of a configuration of that the 
microphone section is also allotted to the month may be adopted. 
[0039] Moreover, although earphone microphone 5A and 5B were set to two, you 
may constitute from this example in a gin branching form, or 4 and a branching 
form so that coincidence conversation may be made in a total of four persons or 
five persons. 

[0040] Moreover, as a connection 2 of a cellular phone 1, although considered as 
the existing earphone jack, another connection terminal may be used depending 
on the plan trend of the future cellular phone 1, and a special connection may 
newly be prepared. 

[0041] Moreover, if an earphone microphone is usually connected to this 
earphone jack 2, it becomes impossible [ the transmission-and-reception talk ] 
from cellular-phone 1 the very thing, and although it replaces and changes to the 
transmission-and-reception talk only from an earphone microphone, even if it 
connects an earphone microphone, you may already improve to the connection 2 
whose transmission-and-reception talk of a cellular phone 1 also becomes 
possible in addition. 

[0042] Therefore, in acting as interpreter, the translator C-ed telephones 
Translator A with a cellular phone 1 while connecting branching form phone 
microphone F to the connection 2 of the cellular phone 1 on hand. 
[0043] And an interpreter has the required foreigner B hand and equip with 
phone microphone 5A of one of these of branching form phone microphone F. 
[0044] The language which calling it in this case, "PURIZU", and passing 
probably also had equip with, or was beforehand learned "Equip" may explain, 
and memorandum writing which indicated such contents beforehand may be 
passed. 

[0045] Furthermore, memorandum writing written in various language may be 
passed, and the applicable language of them may be read and told. 
[0046] And while Translator A gives interpreter explanation through this cellular 
phone 1 at that foreigner B, according to a request of the translator C-ed,

since an interpreter can be continued according to a situation, and a high 
interpreter result can be achieved. 

[0048] Furthermore, a ciellular phone 1 can be used though it moves, it can be 
used anywhere easily, and it can also be moved, equipped with branching form 
phone microphone F, even if it placed the cellular phone 1, and since [ it ] it can 
speak about both hands while they have been free, and they can usually be 
similarly said as conversation, it becomes possible [ both hands ] for the further 
substantial interpreter. 

[0049] Therefore, if a translator is minded, or I have a translator supervise and it 
is different between **, using both hands that what is necessary is just to carry 
out abbreviated dialing actuation, to hang on the interpreter pin center,large 
which carried out abbreviated dialing registration beforehand, for example with a 
cellular phone 1, and to pass Foreigner B one phone microphone 5A when a 
cellular phone 1 and this branching form phone microphone F are carried and an 
interpreter is needed moving, an interpreter can be received in response to 
indication. 

[0050] Therefore, in various situations, an interpreter can be received easily and 
it becomes a very epoch-making interpreter system at traveling abroad or 
overseas business. 
[0051] 

[Effect of the Invention] Since this invention was constituted as mentioned above, 
the translator C-ed only telephones Translator A with a cellular phone 1. After the 



translator C-ed has faced Foreigner B close at hand, while being able to translate 
simultaneously When Foreigner B does not have like before the time and effort to 
which Translator A telephones or calls a telephone and the translator C-ed is 
facing Foreigner B close at hand It can act as interpreter until the interpreter with 
whom satisfaction fully goes can achieve, since an interpreter can be continued 
according to a situation, and it becomes the epoch-making interpreter system 
which can achieve a high interpreter result. 

[0052] Moreover, in invention according to claim 3, it becomes the phone 
microphone for cellular phones which can be used for the excellent interpreter 
system which can perform an epoch-making interpreter by using as mentioned 
above.
